sing gowna, 7 pair slippers, 10 towels, 22 
pairs wooleu socks, 4 bed quilts, 2 blan- > 
ketw, 0 feather pillows; beside dclicacieo. 
such as driod fruits, jellies, pickles; nlso 
bandages, old cotton in quantities, with, 
books, magazines and papers. 


The ladies of the Society have, during 


this time, prepared 100 house-wives for a 
company of colored soldiers in tho army 
of the Cumberland. 
AfU>r receiving the 


appeal from that Department for vegeta- 
bles and pickles, the city was canvassed, 
donations solicited from the farmers in our 
vicinity, which was responded to, and four 
barrels of pickled potatoes prepared, (one 
barrel entirely by Mrs. John H, Bennett,} 
and sent, with a barrel of pirkled cucum- 
bers.

the Society, and again our citizens am 
called upon to contribute their mite for 
those at home, and jnir desire is not to 
overlook the wants of those in our midst 
while caring for thus*

ation the glorious cause which should en- 
list tho sympathies of vvery loyal heart 
not only, but their hnndn. Since February

rial, leaving in our treasury only $45.00. 
The qut'ition has been repeatedly asked, 
" What ahull we do when our present funds 
are exhausted ?" Leaving it to a generous 
public to answer, we submit the foregoing 
statement.

While there may "be some little anxiety 


among politicans to know what will or 
what will not be done at Cleveland next 
Tuesday, !ho great mass of the people do 
not seem to manifest much interest iu it.

But within a few weeks this one-term, 


bolting movement has taken a new phase. 
Iu passing through the chrysalis state, the 
grub ia not going to turn out precisely the 
sort of butterfly that was expected by those 
who laid tho egg.

THERE is to be a black bishop of the 


' Church of England. The Rev. Samuel 
Crowther, an African missionary, has been 
appointed, and is to be consecrated by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in the course 
of a few weeks, bishop of the native 
churches in parts of Western Africa be- 
yond the dominions of the British crown. 
The episcopate is to be formed on the 
model of tho Jerusalem and Central Afri- 
can "bishoprics, under what is called the 
Jerusalem Bishoprics Acts.
